VALENCIA, April 13.—The Spanish 


pilgrimage to Uomo was made the occa- 
sion Wednesday night for a demonstra- 
tion here directed against tlie pope. 
Fourteen lumdred pilgrims started from 
Madrid, after the holding' of imposing' 
services in the church of San .lose, and 
according to the programme they were 
to he met here by :i -number of oth- 
ers of the faithful who desired 
to 


visit Rome and make their obeisance to 
the pope. 
Wednesday night a band 


composed of about 400 of the worst cle- 
ment of the crty paraded the streets 
cheering- for Garibaldi and Italian un- 
ity aiH^shoutiug- "Death to the Pil- 
n-rims." The police ordered the mob 
to disperse and were met with a liat re- 
fusal, whereupon a" charge was made 
upon the rioters that speedily put them 
to Might._ 


Thursday the pilgrims from Madrid 


in-rived. 
Accompanying them were the 


archbishop of Seville, the bishops of 
Madrid and Cadix and ji number of 
other distinguished prelates. Shortly 
before midnight a riotous mob again 
assembled in the streets, and proceed- 
ing to the quarters temporarily occu- 
pied by the church dignitaries hurled 
the most offensive and insulting epi- 
thets at them. 
So threatening did the 


situation become that the 
pilgrims 


were obliged to hasten their embarka- 
tion. They were accompanied by a 
strong escort of the civil guard, but 
tliis did 
not deter the mob from 


attempting1 to 
assault them. 
The 


appearance of the civil guard seemed 
to drive the mob to frenzy, and amid 
the most insulting cries the rioters 
tried to reach them. 
Again and again 


the civil guard were obliged to charge 
the mob before the pilgrims reached 
tlieir point of departure. 
Once there 


the escort formed a cordon 'and held 
the rioters at bay until the pilgrims 
were well out of danger. Then a de- 
termined charge was made on the mob, 
which, after a short resistance, dis- 
persed. 


Hiciti.ix, April 13.—A weekly journal 


publishes extracts from the diary of a 
German resident of the Camcroons. 
which fully bears out the charges tha;t 
have been made against certain of the 
Herman otlicials in that country. 
The 


diary contains entries showing that 
Hen1 \Vchian, the governor's substitute,

They were entire- 


ly unprotected from the weather, and 
expose.l as they were to the tropical 
heat their wounds festered ami then 
bred maggots. The appeals of the mis- 
i-r;ible wi-mches for water to quench 
tiu'ir thirst fell on deaf ears, or else 
ivere responded to with bruta! refusal. 
The full iletails of the treatment ol 
these captives are horrible. 
When the 


prisoners were half dead they were 
simply shol down like wild'bcasts, 
without compunction.

cial committee of 'the city council has 
favorably reported on the bill prepared 
by the board of police commissioners, 
which makes it unlawful for any girl 
under 17 years of age to be present at 
any public picnic, public dancc-honses 
or other such places of amusement 
after S • o'clock in the evening. 
The 


ordinance also provides that no girl 
under the aforesaid age shall be al- 
lowed on the street after 10 o'clock in 
the evening unless accompanied by 
one of her parents, guardians or other 
persons standing bona (ide in the rela- 
tion of parent or legal guardian, and 
who shall be above the age of twenty- 
one years. The measure has created a 
ferment among the younger genera- 
tion of thc city, and threats are freely 
made that every alderman voting for 
it will be retired to private life at the 
next election.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—Naval ord- 


nance officers fired two shots from the 
thirteeu-inclt gun at Indian Head prov- 
ing grounds Thursday, which proved 
to their complete satisfaction that the 
gun is a magnificent, weapon, probably 
unsurpassed for all practical purposes. 


The occasion for firing the great rifle 


Thursday was to test the nickel steel 
projectiles, each . weighing more than 
half a ton. The target was a twelve- 
inch nickel steel plate, and both shells 
went entirely through it, one of them 
breaking to pieces and thc other re- 
maining intact after it had cleared the 
plate. 


The Carpenter shell was unhurt by 


the operation of rushing its half-ton 
mass through a foot of solid steel, 
which is exactly what the ordnance 
otlicials bave been looking for as a 
means of testing the great 17-inch ar- 
mor for the battle ships. 
Thursday's 


tests were therefore only proliminar5' 
to the trials for the acceptance or con- 
demnation of tlie heaviest armor plates 
yet made in this country. 


SAVAGE DOUBLE MURDER. 


x, April IB. — President 


Cleveland has become so annoyed at 
the slow progress of the tariff debate 
iu tho senate and at the evident ina- 
bility of Senator Harris to advance suc- 
cessfully any plan for bringing to an end 
the discussion, that he has determined 
once more to adopt a course of execu- 
tive interference with the legislative 
branch of the government. 


The gauntlet thrown down by Sena- 


tor Hill has contributed to 1'rcsident 
Cleveland's annoyance- and so aggri- 
vated his impatience that Thursday 
the president summoned to the white 
house two democratic senators, one of 
whom is not regarded as especially de- 
voted to the administration, and held 
a long conversation with them iu his 
private office. 


What tho president said to these sen 


ators can easily le inferred from the 
fact that during the afternoon the in 
formation was busily circulated upon 
the democratic side of the senate that 
while the tariff debate continues, every 
effort must be made to agree upon such 
amendments to the bill as will concili- 
ate enough voles to make its passage 
through that body certain. 


.fust what these concessions will be 


has not yet been even hinted. 
It is 


only known that the general plan is to 
hold frequent informal conferences be- 
tween the democratic senators during 
the next few weeks, and discuss pri 
vately every conceivable plan by whicl 
a majority of the senate can be securer 
to vote for the bill. Every offer of : 
compromise that may be made in tliesu 
private conferences will be accompan- 
ied by the statement that the object it 
only to get this bill in the hands of the 
conference committee, as the honsi 
will, of course, refuses to accede to inunj 
of the senate amendments. 


Senators whose votes the administra 


tion desires to capture for the bill wil 
be told that once in a conference com 
niittce they will be given full opportu 
nity to have the bill further changed 
so as to remove their most serious ob 
jeetion. Then it will be represented to 
them that the report of the conference 
committee will be presented to the sen- 
ate and house, and will be adopted 
both branches.

Thursday, President Cleveland himsel 
instructed his envoys Thursday morn 
ing to remind their .follows that it is> 
far easier to vote for a conference re 
port without buing obliged to make

A French Cooli'n Treatlle Upnn Ills Chosan 


Art and Profession. 


"Man has created the culinary art; 


he docSr not eat like an animal, he 
breakfasts, dines and sups." 
With this 


quotation the author of a very serious 
French treatise upon cooking begins 
his book, lie is particularly eloquent 
on the subject of sauces. "Cooks re- 
cognize four great sauces," he says. 
"These are the 
foundations of all 


others. They are Spanish, Veloute, 
Bechamel and German. The Spanish 
and Veloute were known in the seven- 
teenth century, and were modified in 
the eighteenth by "the great masters 
(cooks) aud by Careme, the Raphael of 
the kitchen. 


"The Spanish is composed of juices 


extracted from a mixture of ham, veal, 
chicken and pheasant. 
Veloute is 


similar, but is not colored. Bechamel 
is Voloute to which cream has been 
added, and the German sauce is Veloute 
to which, yolks of eggs hnve been 
added." 


After telling how to prepare these- 


tlie author discusses the "Theory of 
Sauces." Certain writers, it seems, 
have condemned the use of thickening 
of browned butter and Hour in meat 
sauces. lie contradicts them emphat- 
ically, and quoter. Careme, who says, 
scverolv: "Xow, I nsk the writers of 
these ridiculous books in what respect 
butter mixed with flour is corrosive 
and incendiary? Hut of what conse- 
quence are these ignorant men? Let 
them blunder on; let them continue to 
disgrace their profession. 


"Sooner or later an enlightened prac- 


titioner will arrive, one who will un- 
veil the evil of charlatanism- lie will 
avenge scieu'ce, and will cause them to 
disappear from the face of the earth."

How the Knowledge nf Mixing Metals 


Was First Obtained. 


There is a papyrus which gives rec- 


ipes for various alloys used in the 
manufacture of cups and vases, and 
making gold and silver ink, for gilding1 
and silvering, and for testing1 the pur- 
ity of pr'.'cions metals. Other recipes, 
liays the Edinburgh Review, teach the 
method of falsifying them by adding 
baser 
metals—an operation 
called 


diplosis, or doubling, for the mass of 
the gold and silver was doubled, while 
their color remained unchanged, and, 
as the compiler of the manual re- 
marks, a skilled workman would find 
it difficult, or even impossible, to de- 
tect the fraud. The recipes which re- 
cur most frequently describe various 
modes of preparing asem, a word 
which originally meant a natural al- 
loy of gold and silver known to the 
Greeks as electrum. It was at first 
looked upon as a distinct metal, was 
considered sacred to Jupiter, and was 
designated by the sign of that planet, 
but at a later posiod the name was ap- 
plied to all alloys, and JI. Berthelot 
remarks that in this fact seems to lie 
the 
explanation of the 
origin of 


alchemy. Both gold and silver could 
be extracted from genuine asem, and 
it seemed as though it could be 
changed at the will of the operator 
into either one or the other; it could 
also be made artificially by mingling 
gold and silver, or closely imitated by 
some of the numerous alloys, eleven or 
twelve varieties of which are described 
in the papyrus of Leyden.

Cold In Ireland. 


All authorities agree in stating that 


the ancient inhabitants of Ireland 
must have been very familiar with gold 
and well accustomed to its use. Native 
gold occurs in geological deposits in 
many parts of Ireland. 
Until lately 


the gold mines of Wicklow were the 
most productive of the British Isles, 
and besides this there are six other 
known gold-producing localities — An- 
trim, Derry, Tyrone. Kildare. Dublin 
and U'exford. It is probable, however, 
that many of the earlier auriferous de- 
posits have been worked out or are un- 
known. It is a fact that no country 
in Europe possesses so much manufac- 
tured gold belonging to early ages as 
Ireland. In the museum of the Royal 
Irisif academy alone there are nearly 


ceremonies. Her chief peculiarity is' 
her intense jealousy regarding her 
children. These are taught in turn by 
professors, a special study being set 
apart for each day, and none of these 
instructors is allowed sufficient time to 
supplant the mother in the pupils' re- 
gard.
